WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  extend  certain  Acts  to  certain  areas  in  the  State 
je  of  Bombay  which  were  declared  to  be  partially  excluded  areas  under  section  91  of 
9°°'  the  Government  of  India  Act,  1935,  but  whioh  have  not  been  declared  to  be  the 
°’e'  ' Scheduled  Areas  nnder  the  Constitution  of  India ; It  is  hereby  enacted  in  the  Fifth 
Year  of  the  Republic  of  India  as  follows  ! — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  called  vbo  Bombay  Extension  of  Laws  to  non-scheduled  ....

2.  ( 1 ) All  the  AotB  specified  in  the  first  Schedule  and  so  much  of  the  Acts  Extension  ot 
specified  in  the  Second  Schedule  as  relates  to  matters  with  respect  to  whioh  the  Lawsjto 
State  Legislature  has  power  to  make  laws  are  hereby  extended  to,  and  shall  be  oorUi^ 

in  force  in,  the  areas  specified  in  the  Fourth  Schedule  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  aWM‘ 
the  said  areas). 

(2)  So  muoh  of  the  amendments  made  in  the  principal  Acts  specified  in  column  1 
of  the  Third  Sohedule  by  the  Aots  specified  in  column  2 thereof  as  relates  to  matters 
with  respect  to  whioh  the  State  Legislature  has  power  to  make  laws  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  been  made  in  the  said  principal  Acts  with  effect  from  the  date  on  whioh 
this  Aot  comes  into  foroe  and  on  and  fronr  the  said  date  the  principal  Aots  as  so 
amended  shall  have  effect  in  the  said  areas. 

(3)  All  appointments,  delegations,  rules,  regulations,  bye-laws,  notifications, 
orders,  schemes  and  forms  made  or  issued  or  deemed  to  have  been  made  or  issued 
under  the  said  Acts  and  in  force  shall  be  deemed  to  extend  to,  and  be  in  force 
in,  the  said  areas  until  repealed,  modified  or  revised  by  any  competent  authority. 


3.  Notwithstanding  anything  in  the  said  Acts  appointing  the  date  for  commence- 
ment,  the  said  Acts  shall  come  into  force  in  the  said  areas  on  the  date  on  which  men*  of 


this  Act  comes  into  foree.
